Acknowledgment 

1. The amendment filed on 01/16/2004 in response to the Office Action mailed on 
08/21/2003 has been entered. The present Office action is made with all the suggested 
amendments being fully considered. Accordingly, pending in this Office action are 
claims 1-3, 21, 22, 24-26 and 28-39. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-3, 21 , 22, 24-26 and 28-39 are allowed. 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The multlchip integrated circuit as recited in the claims of the instant invention 
fail to be taught by the prior art cited of interest. Wark in view of Wolf shows a multlchip 
integrated circuit but fails to teach the specific characteristic of the structure recited in 
the claims of the instant invention e.g. a portion of a third bonding pad being 
substantially vertically aligned with a portion of a second pad. 

4. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
